IZMIR, Turkey (UPI) — A 
predawn earthquake jolted this 
historic port city and reputed 
birthplace of the poet Homer

Sen. Frank L. O’Bannon, D-

only negative vote. He said he 
felt the House EMS bill should 
be passed rather than the Sen­

bill 
and 
predicted 
the 
stronger bill would be substitut­ 
ed for the weaker one in the 
Houae. 
O’Bannon termed the five- 
member EMS commission of 
lay persons proposed in the Sen­ 
ate bill “nothing but a commis­ 
sion that can meet when it 
wants to and set up guidelines 
but no standards. The bill does 
not meet all the issues.”

The Senate version is more 
restricted in the authority it 
gives the EMS commission and 
would require it to report back 
to the 1975 Legislature with sug­ 
gestions on rules and regula­ 
tions.

Phillip E. Gutman said he felt 
the senators have “a sincere 
desire to retain some control 
over what it ultimately will 
have to fund. I indicated to the 
governor and to Speaker Bur- 
rous that hopefully this bill will 
be the vehicle to be finalized. 
We had hoped the House could 
have resolved its differences 
They had the bill the governor 
preferred.” 
Phosphate Issue 
The Senate Thursday also was 
the scene of an advance flurry 
over a future controversy about 
whether to repeal the state’s 
ban on phosphate laundry de­ 
tergents 
Such a bill passed 


the House and is now in the 
Senate Environment and Ecol­ 
ogy Committee, headed by Sen 
Marlin K. McDaniel, R-Rich- 
mond, who is planning a public 
hearing on it next week. 
Sen. Earl Wilson, E-Bedford, 
announced he received 3,000 
petitions to repeal the phos­ 
phate ban, but said, “I was not 
one of those who joined the 
stampede to ban phosphates. 
We were stampeded by environ­ 
mentalists.” 
To which McDaniel replied 
that he hoped to get evidence

He said the proposals chart 
and map more than 61,000 miles 
by 1.972 standards of the “most 
heavily u s e d sector of the 
American railroad system. He 
said 15,575 miles or 25 per cent 
of the multi-state trackage are 
deemed “potentially in excess” 
or capable of abandonment, by 
DOT.

A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

Recent surveys show the 
greatest worry in America 
today is toe waring cost of 
living. The s e c o n d most 
worrisome problem 'concerns 
the oil shortage. As in all arises, 
everybody blames somebody 
else. Concerning the economy; 
labor 
blames 
management, 
business blames labor, both 
blame the government and 
politicians blames everyone but 
themselves. As for the oil 
shortage, 
many 
folks 
are 
blaming the oil companies who 
in turn are blaming toe Arabs 
for their embargo. The Arabs 
in turn blame the Jews. The 
politicians haven’t fixed their 
blame yet, but are working on 
the problem. 
Wise 
old 
Solomon noted 
“there is no new thing under 
the sun,.” Economic worries 
have been around as long as 
man has. For instance, in 1864: 
toe Civil. War was raging and 
problems of shortages and .in­ 
flation were occupying the 
minds of the people. Due to toe 
shortages in food, clothing and 
just about anything you could 
name, prices row faster and 
steeper than at any other time 
in the public memory. On 
August 17, 1864, the Indianapolis 
Daily Sentinel called attention 
to the jump in food prices 
during the war by comparing 
costs 
with 
those 
in 
the 
Buchanan 
administration 
to 
those 
in the Lincoln ad­ 
ministration. In 1861 two pounds 
of coffee cost twenty cents for 
two pounds and by 1864 it had 
risen to thirty five cents per 
pound. likewise a loaf of bread 
rose from five to ten cents, a 
dozen ears of green corn from 
a dime to' a quarter and two 
dozen egges ascended from 
eighteen 
to 
thirty 
cents. 
Governor Morton estimated that 
food costs rose one hundred 
twenty per cent and clothing 
sixty per cent in four years. 
Almost everyone had a quick 
solution and blamed the other 
fellow for the soaring costs. The 
railroads were blamed for 
charging high rates for shipping 
food. 
The 
Democrats 
and 
toe 
Republicans blamed each other. 
Various factions of the nation 
blamed their neighbors. The 
midwest blamed the east and 
the easterners blamed the west 
and all areas of the nation 
blamed rocky old New England 
for the economic problems. 
The problems were real and 
although blame was placed, no 
one had an answer which would 
solve the problem. Supplies 
were short, demand high and 
consequently, prices soared to 
unheard of levels. In addition, 
inflation was galloping and the 
government was depreciating 
the currency by issuing as 
money those hated greenbacks. 
Gold had always been the 
nation’s financial bulwark. How 
the treasury department was 
issuing paper money in place 
of 
gold. 
The 
government 
assured the people that the 
paper was backed by gold and 
just as good. Almost no one 
believed this. The Democratic 


press 
screamed, 
“inflation, 
speculation, and p o s s i b 1. e 
financial ruin” would result 
from the new money. Indiana 
supreme court justice Samuel 
P e r k i n, s 'Condemned paper 
money 'because “it operated as 
a fraud on toe public creditors 
and a hardship upon toe honest 
public servants by depreciating 
and debasing the currency.** 
Loyal Republicans were less 
than happy at the action of their 
administration 
b u t 
some 
Democrats welcomed the new 
money. Prominent Indisnapolis 
banker, William English, a 
Democrat, welcomed toe new 
banking system when toe Bank 
of 
the 
State 
of 
Indiana 
suspended payment in metal 
and began issuing greenbacks. 
In all of this, toe victim was 
toe ordinary citizen who found 
that rising prices, monetary 
depreciation,, soaring taxes and 
inflation were driving him to 
toe 
poor 
house. 
Business 
prospered and made millions, 
politicians made speeches but 
no one had the answer for the 
farmer, laborer, or soldier hit 
hardest by toe economic ills of 
the troubled country. 
Indiana Congressman Daniel 
Vorhoes bellowed, “Four brief 
but terrible years under toe 
present administration will have 
consumed more than three 
times as much of toe wealth, 
the labor, the taxes of toe 
people, as every other ad­ 
ministration of the government 
put together, from Washington 
to James Buchanan!” There 
was, Vorhees, a Democrat, 
cried; “no land of rest for too 
tired taxpayer.” His only futuro 
would 'be as “certain and as 
fatal—as the fall of Lucifer—” 
Perhaps 'this all goes to' show 
us that timos haven't changed 
much from 1164 to 1974.

Lanier wears size 22 sneakers, 
a pair of which already repose 
in the Naismith Basketball Hall 
of Fame at Springfield, Mass. 
Now nobody has ever mistak­ 
en him for a twinklefoes, but

having, people 
would tend to forget about his 
feet. 
Nothing doing. 


Wat AU-Star MVP 
Bob Lanier was the MVP in 
the NBA’s recent All-Star game 
at Seattle, and at 1335,000 you 
could say he’s having a better 
year than the President of the 
United 
States,

People still keep 
bugging him about his feet. 
"Like after the AU-Star game 
I got a letter from one of my 
friends,” says Lanier.

It hasn't really been all that 
bad lately for 25 year-old Bob 
Lanier 
Most basketball people, when 
they speak of him now, talk 
about the brilliant turn-around 
he has made from strictly an 
offensive ballplayer to a much 
more complete one on defense. 
The leagu e’s latest statistics 
bear that out, showing Lanier 
averaging 23.1 points and 13.9 
rebounds a game. Those figures 
make him the league's 10th 
leading scorer and sixth leading 
rebounder. 
Down 
through 
the 
years, 
Detroit has been something of a 
boneyard 
for 
basketball 
co­ 
aches and the fact the Pistons 
seldom bothered them, sel ves 
about playing defense unques­ 
tionably had something to do 
with that. 
The team moved to Detroit 
from Fort Wayne 17 years ago 
and during that time it tried 10 
different 
head 
coaches 
from 
Charley Eckman to Ray Scott, 


who took over in October of 
1972 from E arl Lloyd and is 
doing such a great job now. 
Lloyd was concerned enough 
about 
the 
P iston s’ 
pourous 
defense so that he kept after 
them about it all the time. He 
even brought in Bill Russell, 
the defensive g randdaddy of 
them all, specifically to work 
with, Lanier last season and it 
was Russell who first made 
Lanier aware there was such a 
thing as a center performing 
well on defense. 
“ I rem em ber how he greeted 
m e,” laughs Lanier, a g reat 
adm irer of Russell. “ He said 
‘you big overw eight ox. I ’m 
gonna run that baby fat off 
you.’ He w asn’t kidding either. 
Run, run, run, all the time. He 
had no m ercy. I lost 15 pounds, 
going from 280 to 265.” 
That was Lanier’s first real 
in troduction to the little nu­ 
ances of playing defense, like 
clogging the m iddle, blocking 
shots 
and

strictly the way he comes to 
the hoop. 
Scott Calls Him In 
Ray Scott continued Lanier’s 
education this past sum m er at 
the Pistons’ Eastern Michigan 
University 
training 
cam p 
in 
Ypsilanti, Mich. Scott picked up 
the 
phone 
one 
day 
a fte r 
practice and called Lanier to 
his room. 
“ Have 
a 
seat,” 
said 
the 
Pistons’ 
coach 
when 
Lanier 
arrived. “ You, wanna Coke or 
something?” 
“No, I just ate,” said Lanier. 
“ Okay then,” Scott continued, 
“ I just want to say that m 
order for us to go anywhere at 
all, we're going to have to play 
strong defense and that defense 
is going to have to be initiated 
by you. You have a good head 
on your shoulders and you’re 
going to have to lead us.” 
“T hat’s cool,” said Lanier. 
And th a t’s what h e ’s been

defense as well as offense.

Boston, I guess you’d 
say, started it and then New 
York picked it up

how you always hear the people 
hollering ‘dee-fense! dee-fense!’ 
when the Knicks are1 at home. 
Well, they know what they’re 
hollering about. A good defense 
keeps you in the ball game all 
the way.”

The AAU announced Friday 
'that Borzov, half-miler Yevgeni 
Arzhanov, high jum per Valentin 
Gavrilov and pole vault,or Yuriy 
Isakov will compete at L o s 
Angeles Feb. 8, the Oakland In­ 
vitational Feb. 16, and the Na­ 
tional AAU indoor championship 
in New York Feb. 22. 
Winner of the 100 and 200-met­ 
er dashes in the 1972 Munich 
Olympics, Borzov had p o o r 
showings throughout 1973 a n d 
wras whipped by Steve Williams 
of San Diego State at 200 m et­ 
ers and in the anchor le,g of 
the 400-meter relay last J u l y 
during the Russian - American 
dual meet in Minsk. 
Williams, 
Herb 
Washington 
and Ivory Crockett, who heat 
him last year in the AAU in­ 
doors and the USSR-USA indoor 
m eet in Richmond, Va., were 
expected to challenge Borzov 
again. 
Arzhanov was upset at 800- 
m eters in the 1972 Olympics 
by Dave Wot,tie of the U.S. as 
the Russian fell at the tape, but 
then bested. Wottle and Rick 
Wohlhuter in Minsk. 
Gavrilov is defending Europe­ 
an Cup high jum p champ and 
Isakov won the Minsk competi­ 
tion.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Jesus Explains Meaning 
Of Holy Spirit At Work 
By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
The term “Holy Spirit,” or 
in an obsolete rendition. "Holy 
Ghost," 
appears 
often 
in 
Christian literature, but many 
Christians do not have a very 
concrete idea of what the Holy 
Spirit is and what it does. In 
the passages we study today 
Jesus gives us insight into these 
matters. 
The original Greek word for 
Holy Spirit is "Paraclete." The 
King James Version translates 
it as "Comforter," but the 
R e v i s e d Standard Version 
renders it more accurately as 
"Counselor,” containing shades 
of other such meanings as 
"Helper,” "Witness," "Guide." 
Jesus has taken the present 
occasion to explain the meaning 
and work of the Holy Spirit to 
his disciples because the time 
is drawing near when he must 
leave them. They are obviously 
anxious. Will the memory of 
Jesus’s ministry fade away0 
Has their fellowship with Jesus 
been nothing more than a 
dream? Not at all, replies 
Je us, divining their thoughts. 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
F e b r u a r y 3 is 
entitled, 
"Promise of the Counselor." 
John 16:4-15. 


He explains that a Counselor 
will come to them after he is 
gone who will provide continu­ 
ing inspiration and — equally 
important — exert a presence 
in the world which will insure 
that Jesus’s ministry and pro­ 
phesies will continue to effect 
the hearts and consciences of 
mankind. 
Actually, “It is to your ad­ 
vantage that I go away," Jesus 
told the disciples, because only 
then can the Counselor come. 
With Jesus gone, the disciples 
can enter a newr phase of their 
work as active, independent 
w i t n e s s e s to the great 
revelation. The Counselor will 
give them active help in this 
work: “He will convince the 
wrorld of sin and righteousness 
and of judgment." That is , the 
Counselor will show the world 
where it has sinned and will 
nrnvid® 


righteousness by making plain 
that the death of Jesus on the 
cross was not a shameful death 
but 
a 
supreme 
act 
of 
righteousness 
because Jesus 
went via the cross of the 
Father. The Counselor will 
"convince the world of perpe­ 
trating an evil act. 
A Source Of Truth 
The Counselor finally will be 
an indwelling source of truth 
for the disciples. During their 
fellowship with Jesus there 
were many things they did not 
understand; in the future they 
would encounter moral and 
spiritual dilemmas. But they 
should always remember, Jesus 
said, that the Counselor speaks 
directly for Jesus himself just 
as Jesus spoke for the Father. 
So here, in brief form, we 
have the person and functions 
of the Paraclete. And Christians 
know that its being and work 
are eternal in the world. It 
worked 
first 
through 
the 
disciples and then through in­ 
dividual Christians down to the 
present time. 
The doctrine of the Holy Spirit 
has been a continual source of 
confidence and inspiration to the 
Christian community. For its 
members it has been just as 
real as the physical world. In 
Christian preaching and witness 
it has always been here; it has 
been the source of most of our 
ethical and moral judgments. 
At Work In The World 
How' do we know the dif­ 
ference between 
right 
and 
wrong? To be sure, tradition 
and habit play a part, but the 
moral judgments as displayed 
in the Old and New Testaments 
and in the large corpus of 
Christian literature have been 
a major source of that tradition. 
Christianity at its best has 
exhibited an inspired ethical 
judgment whose source cannot 
be found in any secular form 
of social experience. Men are 
nut naturally good, nor are they 
naturally bad. But their in­ 
nermost impulses lead them to 
seek their own advantage above 
ail others. Something tran­ 
scendent has to come in from 
the outside to direct these 
impulses toward ends which are 
truly ethical and spiritual; and 


this “something” is the Holy 
Spirit. 
B u t 
we 
should 
always 
remember that historically the 
Holy Spirit has often been 
m i s u s e d . The melancholy 
history of bigotry and religious 
persecution show's how often 
this can happen. To avoid this 
misuse, we must always listen, 
without 
preconceptions 
and 
without dogma, and be aware 
that it is very easy for us to 
use the Holy Spirit as a means 
of retionalizing our own self- 
interest. Jesus himself is always 
the test. When the Holy Spirit 
is really working in us, we want 
to follow his precepts and model 
our lives on his.

“The 
gasoline 
the 
vehicles 
would require certainly is an 
added expense as well as a 
rain on the gasoline supply. The 
opportunity 
for 
education, 
it 
seems, could be done in a litle 
better manner than the busing 
of students. However, I am a 
law-abiding citizen and if that 
is the law, so be it,” he added. 
Bowen disclosed a “ big con­ 
ference. on occupational educa­ 
tion,” aimed at helping some of 
the persons now unemployed be­ 
cause of energy crisis condi­ 
tions. He said plans for the con­ 
ference 
would 
be 
announced 
later, but that its aim is to 
“ channel some people into new 
areas” of work. 
The governor also expressed 
his opposition to a proposed 
amendment that would allow 
the alcoholic beverage industry 
to make contributions to politi­ 
cal parties and candidates. 
“I don’t think there has been 
enough publicity and discussion 


to make that much of an over­ 
haul. in. the law by a simple, lit­ 
tle amendment that is thrown in 
among a dozen other amend­ 
ments that are technical,’ the 
governor said. ‘I think the pub­ 
lic would be opposed to the 
contributions from, the liquor in-, 
dustry—and I support the pub­ 
lic viewpoint.” 


Alcohol Trade 
Bowen also questioned wheth­ 
er removal of “fair trade” lim­ 
itations on the alcoholic bever­ 
age industry would achieve an 
end of near-monopoly. 
“ By removing the fair trade, 
I am told it would create more 
of a monopoly and cut out a 
great 
many 
of 
the 
small 
stores,” Bowen said. He said 
removal of the fair trade limi­ 
tations also might mean “ great 
increase in the amount of ad­ 
vertising. If advertising is suc­ 
cessful as it is supposed to be, 
it will increase more demand 
for the product and you are go­ 
ing to create more demand for 
people to drink.” 
On other subjects the gover­ 
nor said: 
—“One or two of the big men­ 
tal hospitals could very well be 
phased out because of the lack 
of need for that many.” But he 
said he did not know which ones 


these might be because that 
will, not be determined until 
after an independent study of 
the subject is completed. 
—One of the advantages of an

Prison is that it will clear the 
way for correction officials “ to 
really do something with the 
otoer 1,400 or 1,500 (inmates) 
to make them productive citi­ 
zens.”
